1 . LETTER TO PRIME MINISTER THANIN OF JULY 28, CRITICIZING 
PROCESSING OF CASES INVOLVING 18 PERSONS DETAINED IN 
BANGKOK ON OCT 6, 1976, AND PURPORTEDLY SIGNED BY 16 
RELATIVES OF DETAINEES, HAS EVIDENTLY BEEN WIDELY CIRCU- 
LATED. 18 PERSONS ARE SCHEDULED TO BE ARRAIGNED ON SEPT 5 
ON VARIETY OF CHARGES STEMMING FROM OCT 6 DISTURBANCES IN 
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BANGKOK. EMBASSY HAS OBTAINED COPY OF LETTER TO THANIN
